For the purpose of clearly demonstrating the amount 
of resisting power possessed by the deck, the termina- 
tions of the trajectories of shot fired near the water line 
have been introduced; tangential lines having also 
been drawn indicating the inclination of the deck, at 
the points of contact. It should be particularly ob- 
served with reference to the illustrations, that the thick- 
ness of the deck and the size of the projectiles, (those 
of the Jnflexible having been selected) have been drawn 
to scale with the utmost precision. The formidable 
dimensions of the Euglish projectile, and the trifling 
thickness of the deck plates intended to resist its im- 
pact, may thus be readily compared. As to the possi- 
bility of resisting modern projectiles with the proposed 
turtle-back, it will be seen that the thickness of the deck 
(Fig. 1.) is gradually reduced from the sides towards 
the centre, being as follows: 3 inches fora distance of 
7 feet 6 inches, 2} inches for 4 feet 6 inches, 2 inches 
for 8 feet 6 inches, the remaining 4 feet 6 
inches from the centre line being only 14 
inch thick. Confining our computation of resisting 
power to the maximum thickness of 3 inches, it will be 
seen on inspection that the tangential line of the 
deck’s curvature forms an angle of 34 degrees to the 
horizon at the point struck by the jlet headed shot; 
hence the thickness of the 3 inch plate in a horizontal 
direction at the point mentioned, will be 54 inches. 
Accordingly, the resisting power of the inclined deck 
will be merely that of a vertical plate 44 inches thick.

ling the intended thickness of the plates would not save 
the Marine Ram from be‘ng destroyed by the guns of 
the Inflezible. With reference to the effect of penetra- 
tration, a glance st the illustration shows that shot fired 
near the water line wil! inevitably hit the boilers, the 
terrible consequences of which need not be pointed out. 
Fuither investigation concerning the inadequate re- 
sisting power of the three inch thick turtle back 
deck of the Marine Ram is unnecessary, since 
the records of. recent trials at Copenhagen by the 
Danish Government show that armor four inches thick, 
comp%sed of Cammell’s compound plates, inclined at 
anaugle of twenty four degrees to the horizon, has 
been penetrated by the Armstrong nine-inch muzzle 
loading and Krupp’s six-inch breechloading rifled guns. 
Lieutenant Very, in his able treatise, ‘‘ Development of 
Armor for Naval Use,” states, with regard to shield 
protection: *‘Four-inch steel or compound plates are 
scarcely safe above from 15 deg, to 20 deg., although 
' for a time, a certain dependence can be placed on them 
against guns as high as six-inch calibres for angles as 
great as 25 deg.” 








A test of the Weeks Rocket Torpedo was made at 
the Washington Navy Yard on Saturday. While quite 
interesting, the test was not considered an entire suc- 
cess. This torpedo is being made at the expense of 
private parties, with a view of bringing it before the 
Torpedo Board for examination, when completed to the 
satisfaction of the owners. There is an appropriation 
of $100,000 to be expended for the kind of torpedoes 
that shall be considered the most desirable by the Tor- 
pedo Board.

No mother could have 
been more tender and faithful in this trying work than was 
Dr. Cuyler. At that time to him, certainly, under a kind 
Providence, I owed my life.” 

Tauriow WEED told the following story about Secretary 
Welles : 

Soon after this, our first taste of rebellion, I received informa- 
tion from an equally reliable source that Gosport, with its vast 
supply of munitions of war, wasin danger. Of this I informed 
the Secretary of the Navy, at the breakfast-table of Willard’s 
Hotel. Believing from his manner that he attached but little 
importance to my information, | reiterated it with emphasis, 
assuring him that it would be occasion for deep regret if Gosport 
were not immediately strengthened, Meeting the Secretary at 
dinner the same day I renewed the conversation, and was in- 
formed that the matter would be attended to. This did not quiet 
my solicitude; and, leaving the Secretary to the placid enjoy- 
ment of his dinner, I repaired to the White House. Mr. Lincoln, 
however, had driven out to visit some fortifications. I made 
another attempt in the evening to see him, but he was out again, 
Early the next morning, however, I found him, and informed 
him what I had heard of the danger that threatened Gosport, and 
how, a*I feared, I had failed to impress the Secretary of the Navy 
with the accuracy ot my information or the necessity of imme- 
diate action. “‘ Well,” said Mr. Lincoln, “ we can't afford te lose 
all those cannon; I'll go and see Father Welles myself.”” And he 
did immediately. The result was that Admiral Paulding, who 
was then despatched to Norfolk, arrived just in time to enjoy an 


illumination occasioned by the burning of Government property 
and witness the capturo of Gosport. .

THE ARMY AS IT IS. 


Ww. S. Puriurps, First Sergeant Co. B, 23d Infantry, Fort 
Union, N. M., writes to the New York Herald a very sensible 
letter on the subject of desertion in reply to an article on “ Life 
in the Army,” which recently appeared in that paper. He 
points out various inaccuracies of statement in the article he 
answers. Among them the stat t that soldiers are ‘‘regular- 
ly detailed to do all sorts of unpaid chores for the families of 
married officers, which in civil life they would most likely scorn 
to do,” “Soldiers,”’ he says, “are never detailed to do anybody’s 
meuial work, and if, as it sometimes happ in the ab ot 
other domestic help, a soldier undertakes to work for an officer, 
it is a mutual arrangement by which the soldier yets paid for his 
services, and no soldier is ever caused to do any private work un- 
less he feels personally inclined to undertake it for compensa- 
tion.” He says farther: “The theory on the law governing 
Army discipline is fully respected in practice, and punishment 
aside from brief imprisonments, are inflicted by the sentence of 
courts martial alone. Under the sub-caption of ‘A Young Sol- 
dier’s Fate,’ the writer ot the article in question presents a very 
pathetic picture of a young soldier whv in the ‘ dreary solitude 
of the land of flowers’ took to hard and constant drink, which 
the writer sought to excuse because he was away from ‘civili- 
zation’ and without ‘books and papers.’ There are no doubt 
some young men who acquire evil habits in the Army, but un- 
less a man, young or old, is incorrigibly bad in heart or weak in 
manly resolve, he need never have any trouble there. That 
young soldier, as his eulogist admitted, was extremely violent 
and abusive under drink, and at one time even threatened the 
lite of his company commander. If his company commander, 
in endeavoring to curb his appetite for drink, resorted to unusual 
and excessive methods of punishment by way of discipline it 
was an exceptional case, and, as the writer admitted, occurred 
over thirty years ago.” 

Sergeant Puillips points out the advantages of the enlisted 
man’s position, as compared with that of for example “of the 
poor wretches who work year in and out from sunrise to mid- 

night in the various scrub positions of Eastern cities, or, not 
quite so bad, the young farm hand, who gets $12 or $15 a month 

(and clothes himsel!) for working every day from daylight till 
dark, Take any of these, and would he uot better his coadition 
by enlisting in the Army for $13 a month for bis first and second 
years, then advancing $1 per month for each succeeding year, 
until at the close of his enlistment he receives $16 a month, in- 
cluding clothes and board,with much easier lite and such chances 
for self improvement as the Army affords.” 

Jo conclusion he says: “DButif a man chooses the Army as 8 
profes sion he may remain in it, and if he be educated and re- 
spectable his merits will soon be discovered. Soon he will wear 

the sergeants chevrons, and if he is one of the meritorious class 
he may,if he wishes,be examined for promotion, and in due 
time wear shoulder straps. Indeed, the vaunted tradition of the 
French army, which declares that to every private soldier is 
given the promise of the field marshal’s baton, is also true in our 
own Army. The most obscure private in the service to-day may 
obtain a commission, and he may aspire to the loftiest position 

which merit, bravery, and distinction offer as reward. 

“There are unquestionably some needed reforms in the Army, 
but the changes are in the power of Congress alone. The recom-

Payments should be more frequent, not 
quite so frequent as the daily psyments in some branches of the 
British service, but, at least, monthly payments. We have pay- 
masters enough; the additional expense would be only the cost 
of transportation of the paymasters. And above all, every man 
who works—except on regular fatigue—in repairing or building 
posts, etc., should receive extra duty pay. A very little legisia- 
tion indeed will make the Army perfect in its structure so far as 
affects enlisted men.”

OFFICERS ACCOMPANYING RECRUITS. 


Officers accompanying detachm nis of recruits from recruiting 
depots to regiments will be furoished with all the transportation 
to which they are entitled, both in going from and returning to 
tue depot, by the quartermaster who turaisbes transportation 
to the detachment. 

When an officer is ordered, while on leave of absence, to accom- 
pavy a detachment of recruits to the sectivn in which Lis regi- 
mvnt is serving, and on the completion of this duty to juin his 
company, he returns at once to astatus of leave on b-ing relieved 
trom duty with the recruits, and must proceed to join his com- 
pany without expense to the Government, unless the distance he 
may have to travel, without troops, sbouid be in excess of what 
it would have been had he not received tie order.—([Circular 
letter, Jan. 8, 84.] 

TRIAL FOR DESERTION. 


When a soldier is brought to trial before a general court-mar-

SPECIAL, EXTRA, OR DAILY DUTY.

drink intoxicating liquor and allow a prisoner in his charge 
todoso, and did without sufficient cause or provocation 
shoot and cause the death of Private Thos. Ryan, Co. B, 23d 
Inf,, a prisoner in bis charge. He was found guilty, except 
go much as alleged that the shooting was without cause or 
provocation, aud sentenced to be coufined at hard labor for 
one year and to forfcit $10 per month of his monthly pay 
for that period. The reviewing officer, General Augur, 
U.S. A., says: ** The proceedings and the findings upon the 
first two specifications and the charge and the sentence are 
approved. The acquittal under the 31 specification, on the 
ground as stuted, that the court beheved the homicide was 
accidental, is not approved; no evidence being found of 
record to sustain that opinion. All the witnesses testify that 
the prisoner shot the deceased, or that he fired his piece; 
and that he declared that if his assailant advavced further 
upon bira he would shoot, aud upon such advance being 
made the shot was fired. If the correctness of their observa- 
tions was doubted they should have been asked minutely as 
to what they saw. whether they saw the prisoner's hand ou 
(he trigger, etc. The prisoner stated to the court that the 
discharge was sccidental, but he did not testify as a witness 
under vati, as it was competent for him tu do, and it is 
hardly necessary to say that the proof that two guns had 
recently gone off prematurely at the post is no evidence that 
third gun, in the bands of aman standing on the defen- 
sive, likewise exploded without bis volition. Courts martial 
should remember that it is their duty to decide according to 
evidence. This does not mean that they must decide ac- 
cording to the relative number of the witnesses on opposite 
sides. For good reason, testimony may be discredited, 
though uncontradicted; but when anything is affirmed iu a 
finding there should be something apparent to sustain it 
beyond mere conjecture. It might have been possible in 
this case for the reviewing authority to approve a fluding 
that the homicide was justitiavle in self-defence or by the 
duty of a sentinel; but, 1t is repeated, the present finding is 
éatirely unsustuived by any tertimony, while it is contrary 
to the natur:l effect of all that was received. ‘The sentence 
will be duly executed at the station of the prisoner’s com- 
pany” (G. C.-M. O. 3, Dept. M., 1884).

THE FIRE AT FORT SULLY. 


We were visited with a destructive fire February 12, and 
the band, Co. A, part of Cos. E and K quarters, the post 
guardhouse and prison room were burned ; most all private 
and much of the public property saved. Oonsidering the 
temperatnre (10), this is no good tine to be left without 
shelter, but by doubling up all are comfortably provided for 
temporarily. 

The Leavenworth Times says: ‘‘The weather was ex- 
tremely cold, and no water was available. go that the only 
possi! le way to save a portion of the buildings was to isolate 
them from the fire, Accordingly two strong working parties 
were organized, and by means of ropes and axes a road was 
cut through the bine of barrack: on each side of the fire. It 
required sharp, energetic work, but the men were well 
organized, and after a time succeedad in getting the flames 
under control. The quarters of the regimental band. the 
guardhouse, prison, aad the barracks of Co. A were entirely 
consumed. Oo. K lost everything but the mess hall and one 
squad room, which will furnish accommodations for about 
twenty men. The orderly room, storervs0m, rquad room, 
and kitchen belonging to Co. E were also destroved. Col. 
Dodge recommends the transfer of one of the companies to 
Fort Bennett for temporary shelter. and that arrangements 
be made for putting the quarters of Cos. E and K in good 
condition. Orders have been issued by Gen. Terry for the 
immediate transfer of Co. A (Quinby’s) to Fort Bannett, and 
& request has been made for sufficient funds to repair the 
buildings partially destroyed. It is thought that betwoen 
$5,000 and $6,00 will be required for the purpose.”

MASKED BALL AT FORT LEAVENWORTH, KAS. 


TuE greatest social success in the history of Fort Leaven- 
worth, totally eclipsing anything ever given heretofore at 
this post, was accomplished on Wednesday evening, Febiu- 
ary 6th, under the management and gnidince of Mra. 
Wright, Mrs. Schwan, Mrs, Scott, and Mrs, Johnson, who 
constituted the committee of arrangements, to whom and 
to Captain and Mrs. Campbell the success of the affair is 
due. 

The event in question was a masquerade party, given by 
the ladies of Fort Leavenworth tu the officers. I simply 
state a fact when I say that loug before that committee sat 
down for a breatbing spell everybody else in the post had 
sank to rest, reappeared and resank several times, only to 
again rise to the eurface and find that quartette still hard at 
work. They toiled in secret from early morn till consider- 
ably after dewy eve, and until curiositv began to have the 
same effect on the rest of us that it had on the cat, but ths

A. T. M., respectively. 

The combination theatre, bop-room, etc., etc., was beau- 
tifully refitted for the occasion. To begin with, in order to 
obtain as much room as possible, the piazz1 was walled up, 
and the floor covered with canvas. The additional space 
(hus gained was illuminated by many colored Chinese laa- 
terns, which gave # soft, subdued coloring to the scene, 
pleasingly ia covtrest with the brilliantly lighted and beauti- 
fully decorated room within. The doors leading from the 
plszza_ to the hop-room proper were removed and replaced 
by massively elega it dark crimson cloth and lace curtains, 
the windows being newly draped to correspond. Large

ANNAPOLIS NOTES. 


The case of Cadet Jastremski was concluded in tue Court-mar- 
tial Feb. 14, and his counsel, Lieut. Goodwin, U. 8. Navy, sub- 
mitted a written statement in his behalf. The case of Cadet 
Maxey was next taken up, upon the charge of hazing Cadet Craig, 
to which he pleaded not guilty. Naval Cadets Wells, Russel, 
Snow, Decker, Allen and Burrage, all of the Fourth Class, 
were examined in behalf of the prosecution. The defense in all 
these cases except that of Cadet Parker, who pleaded guilty, 
claims that there is no evidence to show that the accused cadets 
participated in compelling Fourth Class Cadets to stand on their 
beads, and that the charge laid in the second specification, viz., 
urging a fight, is not hazing, but a long-existing way of settling 
difficulties between cadets, and does not fall under the hazing 
act. 

On Monday the case of Cadet McKean, charged with “ hazing ” 
Cadet C. C. Craig, wastaken up Cadet Craig testified that Mc- 
Kean was present when the attack was made on him, but only 
tried to take the skates away after he had hit Cadet Maxey. 
Commander Sigsbee, president of the Court-martial, gave Cadet 
Craig a sharp reprimand while the Court was sitting. He said 
to him: “ You are showing alittle too much partiality to the 
accused in your answers. This court was not organized to cou 
vict or acquit anybody, but to get at the truth, and you owe 
more to the Government than you do to any individual. I want 
your answers hereafter to be direct and flatfooted.” 

On Tuesday Cadet Ballenger, of the Fourth Class, testified. 
Cadet Ballenger said that Cadet Craig was ordered to stand on 
his head by Cadets Parker, Jastremski and Maxey. The accused 
was not present when the crowd sprang upon Craig. Cadet Mc- 
Kean took the stand and testified in hisown defence. He dis 
claimed having taken any part inthe hazing, but said that he 
wanted Cadet Craig to fight Cadet Maxey and settle the matter 
by giving Mr. Maxey satistaction in that way. Naval Cadet Sam- 
uel W. Gwin has been dropped from the rolls of the Academy for 
deftciency iu his studies and failure to pass the semi-annual ex- 
amination. 

Another leap-year hop given by the ladies of the Naval Acad- 
emy came off Feb. 16. The octagonal walls of the gymnasium 
had been handsomely decorated by Mrs, Capt. Ramsay and the 
other ladies in charge, and presented a very beautiful scene. Mrs. 
Ramsay received the guests. Visitors were present from Wash- 
ington, New York, Virginia, Boston and different points in Mary- 
lan d.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
RECOGNITION OF NOBLE SERVICE. 


The following is the order of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in the case of the officers of the Revenue cutter 
Dexter, dated ‘‘‘I'reasury Department, Office of the 
Secretary, Washington, D. C., February 11, 1884 :” 
The Department asks the Reveuue-Marine Service to 
take note of the bravery and humanity shown by the 
officers and men of the cutter Dezter at the wreck of 
the ‘‘ City of Columbus,” off Gay Head, Martha’s Vine- 
yard, on the 18th ultimo. .; 

By their timely efforts, made at personal risk, nine- 
teen persons were saved from death and humanely 
cared for. While all worked together with zeal and 
efficiency, more prominent therein are reported the 
names of Lieutenant John U. Rhodes, Warrington D. 
Roath, and Charles D. Kennedy. 

The first-named was most conspicuous in daring and 
exposure of self, voluntarily leaping overboard at peril 
of his life to save two benumbed and helpless persons 
in the rigging. 

The public has given deserved praise of the gallant 
conduct of the force upon the ‘‘ Dexter.” It merits 
the especial notice and thanks of the Department, and 
they are hereby given. 

As for Lieutenant Rhodes, his action is not only to 
be admired, but to be marked for emulation by such 
token as the Department has to offer. Therefore, at 
the suggestion of the Department, and by the direction 
of the President, it is ordered :

On Feb. 13 the revenue steamer McLane rendered very 
valuable assistance to the Mallory Line steamer Alamo, with 
150 passengers on board.

But for the aid of the McZane the Alamo must have 
gone on the rocks, involving great loss. 








THE CASE OF COMMANDER SCHOONMAKER. 


_ The substance of the opinion of the Court of Claims 
in the case of Commander Schoonmaker is as follows : 


When he was ordered to report to the Treasury Department for 
light-house duty, and did so, he came within the purview of seo- 
tion 4671 of the Revised Statutes, which provides that— 

“‘An officer of the Army or Navy shall be assigned to each dis- 
trict as a light-house inspector, subject to the orders of the Light- 
House Board; and sball receive for such service the same pay and 
emoluments that he would be entitled to by law for the perform- 
ance of duty in the regular line of his profession, and no other.” 
Under this provision the range of inquiry as to the right of the 
claimant is very circumscribed. Sea-pay is the pay allowed for 
sea service as contradistinguisbed from shore-duty; and the 
question is what, in the eye of the law, constitutes sea-service in 
such a case as this. Section 1571 of the Revised Statutes settles 
thatin these words: 

“No service shall be regarded as sea-service except such as shall 
be performed at sea, under the orders of a Department, and in 
vessels employed by authority of law.” 

it is upon this section that the claimant’s counsel rested his 
claim, They insisted that the 103 days of service afloat was ‘‘per- 
formed at sea and in vessels employed by authority of law,” and 
that was enough to entitle him to recover. It might well be dis- 
puted whether be was “at sea’’ at all, in the proper acceptation 
of that phrase; but we will not discuss that question. Concede 
that when he was steaming up and down the Mississippi River, 
or on Lake Ponchartrain, or in Mississippi Sound, or in any one 
of the four bays above named,as wellas when he was on the 
Gulf of Mexico, he was to be considered as “at sea,”’ and that, too, 
on a “‘yessel employed by authority of law;”’ yet bis right to.sea- 
pay is not made out; the foundation for it is not laid, and with- 
out that there can be no superstructure. 

He does not show that the Light-House Board ever ordered him 
to Fo fps sea-service for a single day or even hour. The onl 
orders ever given him by that board, so far as appears, were, 1. 
To proceed to New Crieans and relieve Commander Boyd as in- 
spector, and after making himself ‘familiar with the office du- 
ties” to “proceed to inspect the light-stations ia the district;” 
and, 2. The order detaching him trom duty as inspector. We 
think it quite clear that the former was an order to ‘shore duty.’ 
He was to take charge of an office in the city of New Orleans; that 
was to be his post of duty; and he was not to leaveitfor any 
duty afloat till he had make himeelf “familiar with the office 
duties;’’ and then he was to make a tour of inspection. 

A large part of that tour had to be made by water. It wasa 
necessary incident of the routine ot his work as inspector, and 
the Light-House Board furnished the tenders to enable him to 
make it. When he went aboard ofone of them, he was necessa- 
rily in command of her movements as a vehicle of transportation 
of men, implements and supplies connected with the light-house 
service; vut there is not the least evidence that he rendered sea- 
seryice in the proper acceptation of the term; for he was never 
ordered to render any; and unless the service afloat was per- 
formed “under the orders of aDepartment,” it was uot sea-service 
in the view of the statute. From these views it follows of course 
that the claimant has no cause of action, and hence that his 
petition mus* be dismissed. 








FOR THE RELIEF OF GREELY. 


Lievr. J. C. CotwEt, United States Navy, has been or- 
dered to duty on the Greely relief expedition and will prob- 
ably be assigned to the Bear. Lieut. Colwell accompanied 
the expedition of last year under Lieut. Garlington. Com- 
mander Schley, who has been selected to command the ex- 
pedition, is arranging the details as rapidly as possible, and 
the list of Naval officers to accompany him will be an- 
nounced in a few days. The use of the steamer Alert has 
been tendered by England and accepted, and she will prob- 
ably be brought to this country by Lieut. Commander C., F. 
Goodrich, recently detached from the Lancaster. 

The enlistment of men for the expedition will begin in a 
short time at Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
and Norfolk. All volunteers will be subject to a rigid physi- 
cal examination, and only the best men will be accepted. 

It has been decided to accept the same general planof pro- 

visioning the expedition for two years as that which proved 
so satisfactory in the Rodgers expedition, with such addition- 
al supplies as will tend to prevent scurvy. Arrangements 
bave already been made to secure asupply of reindeer 
skins or sealskins for clothing. 
The Secretary of the Navy has been furnished with a copy 
of the report made by Britisb officers connected with the 
Nares expedition on the subject of Arctic expeditions, which 
contains suggestions as to the best manner of fitting them 
out, the general plan of which is almost identical with the plan 
recommended by the Greely Relief Board and adopted by 
the Navy Department. 

Lieutenant William H. Emory, Jr., will most probably ac- 
company the expedition as commander of the steamer Bear, 
He has been on special duty in Washington for some time 
as aid to Admiral Porter. Among other officers who are 
likely to be ordered to duty with the expedition are Com- 
mander John J. Read, Lieutenants Colwell, C. A. Bradbury, 
Samuel Seabury, L. K. Reynolds, 8. C. Lemly and Emory 
Taunt, and Usher. Medical officers have been select- 
ed for the expedition as follows: Passed Assistant Sur- 
geon E. H. Green, for the Thetis; Passed Assistant Snrgeon 
Howard Ames, for the Alert; and Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Nash, for the Bear. It is not settled yet which vessel Com- 
mander Schley willcommand. He will probably command 
the Thetis, in which case Commander Read will co 
the Alert.

Charles Morton, of the 3d 
Cavalry, that his term of service as cadet at West 
Point should be included in computing longevity pay, 
was decided by the Court of Claims, Monday, in his 
favor. 

This decision is of great importance to officers of the 
Army. Heretofore the West Point service bas not 
been iucluded in computing longevity pay. Lieuten- 
ant Morton’s claim was regarded as atest case. All 
officers whose claims were settled without regard to 
their term of service as cadets will therefore Le en- 
titled to four years’ extra longevity pay; provided the 
Supreme Court sustains this decision. The amount

of their deen (religion), it is absolute folly to rely upon 
@ continuance of peace in their midst unsupported by 
bayonets. 








TRAINING FOR THE MILITIA. 


Yeas after year, for some time past, Congress has 
been entreated to ausment the sum allotted for the 
training »f the militia, but it has steadfastly continued 
in its belief ti:at the ridiculous pittance of $200,000 
per annum sufficed for all purposes. Mr. Sewell, of 
the Senate, now proposes that the sum be increased to 
$600,000, and there is apparently a disposition extant 
te sanction the amount. It is not one dollar more than 
is necessary. There is not at this moment, happily, 
any apprehension entertained that the country will 
soon find itself at war with any foreign power, or be 
disturbed at home by popular discontent. But looking 
back upon the occurrences of the past twenty years, itis 
simply wise and prudent to believe that at any moment 
¢|@ warlike spirit may be suddenly evoked and the 
militia called upon to defend society from hostile visita. 
tious. Hence the necessity for a state of preparation. 
Without recurring to the fearful outbreak of the civil 
war, we will simply refer to the ineffectivenesss of the 
militia during the labor riots in Pennsylvania. Its de- 
meanor at Pittsburgh, at a great crisis, reflected seri- 
ously upon the drill, the patriotism and the courage of 
the organization. In fact, had it not been for the 
prompt action of the Marine Corps the destruction of 
private property and the injury inflicted on the pub 
lic operations of the State would have been serivusly 
aggravated. This lesson should not be lost upon the 
militia. Drill and discipline must be the order of the 
day as svon asthe appropriation is assured, and every 
hour that can be spared to render the force available at 
& moment’s notice, and in every possible form should 
be freely given by our citizens. There is much to be 
learnt. 

The science of war has undergone great changes of 
late, and all over the civilized world armies are adapting 
themselves to possible exigencies. Soldiers are now 
taught to be self-reliant, and, instead of operating Jike 
mere machines, as was their woot when long lines were 
in fashion, they are called upon to exercise their own 
discretion, especially at outposts. Mark firing and 
judging distance have become important factors io the 
field, and it would be well if some knowledge were ac- 
quired of intrenching, reconnoitring, and working 
within fortresses, to exercise their means of defence. 
A German general officer of distinction published 6 
very elaborate work on the last subject some five or six 
years since, and the hints he has given have been ac- 
cepted in the British, as well as the German Army, 4% 
worthy of adoption when occasion may arise; but they 
will be of little value if proper attention is not bestowed 
oa them in times of perfect peace. In a wor’, what- 
ever may be serviceable in actusl wars should be 
acquired by the militia while its studies are free from 
molestation. It does not labor under the disadvantege 
of being without instructors, for the civil war has be- 
queathed to the country a great number of capable 
teachers. 

Weare glad to note every indication of a serious pu 
pose in our National Guard, such as that for the study 
of heavy artillery practice and the movement, we'® 
port this week to put a stop to the unauthorized use . 
unitorms and military titles by the so-called ‘* veteran 
organizations. Such organizations kept within proper 
limits might perhaps be made of service, but they 
should be kept within limits as civil organizations. 
They have no attribute of military bodies except the 
uniforms they assume for thewselves outside of the 
law, and the military titles they confer upou each other 
without any warrant, and to the utter confusioo of 
military precedence.

RETIRED OFFICERS AND CIVIL SERVICE. 

We do not see the justice of the proviso intro- 
duced into the Naval Appropriation bill, ‘‘that no 
officer whose name is borae on the retired list of the 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, shall hold position in 
the civilservice or other employment of the Govern- 
ment, and draw the salary or compensation thereof, to- 
gether with his pay as a retired officer of the Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps: Provided, That any such re- 
tired officer, accepting a position in the civil service or 
other employment of the Government, may, at the time 
of acceptance, elect to take the salary of such position, 
cr in lieu to retain his pay as a retired officer.” 

Is not this class legislation unequal and unjust? A 
retired officer excluded by law from all military duty 
orservice to the United States, is as completely and as 
honorably discharged as any soldier who served his 
country during the late war, and left the service with 
or without a pension after it was over. This retired 
pay isa pension, not a salary. Salary is defined by 
Webster to be *‘ the recompense or consideration stipu 
lated to be paid to a person for services, usually a fixed 
sum to be psid by the year;” and pension *‘ aa annual 
allowance of asum of money to a person by Govern- 
ment in consideration of past services.” Retired offi- 
cers remain citizens of the United States, with all the 
rights and privileges of other citizens. They are not 
numerous. But it is not right to oppress one citizen, or 
deprive him by law of any legal right. 

Few retired officers have much private property out- 
s.de of their knowledge, time, labor, nnd experience. 
These are private property, and cannot be legally taken 
“for public use without just compensation.” They 
have the same just right to sell this to the Government 
as to individuals or railroad corporations. If a retired 
officer is a skilful lawyer, surveyor, mathematician, 
astronomer, or computer, should he not be entitled to 
fees if the Goverament employs and uses his skill in 
the courts or elsewhere? If he is a good clerk, and the 
Government employs him, is he not entitled to be paid 
a just salary for such tin.e and service? Remember, 
by law, he owes no service, work, or time to the Mili- 
tary Department, and he never did owe any to the civil 
departments. If they employ him, should they not 
pay him, and why exclude him by depriving him in 
such case of his pension? The bill seems to be in- 
tended, in short,to apply the Irish system of boycotting 
to retired officers. 








Szvator Logan's bill to define the title and duties 
of certain officers of the Medical Department of the 
Army will, we imagine, find favor with the officers of 
that department and the Service in general. As the 
Medical Corps stands now it has five colonels, one of 
whom is chief medical purveyor, and four are surgeons, 
aud ten lieutevant colonels, twoof whom are assistant 
medical purveyors, and the rest surgeons. Senator 
Logan's bill provides that the colonels shall be styled 
assistant surgeon generals, the senior being charged 
with the duties of chief medical purveyor, and the 
licutenant colonels deputy surgeon generals, The 
Quartermaster’s and Subsistence Departments are thus 
alran,ed, and there seems no reason why the Medical 
Department should not follow suit, as the measure 
entails no addition to the present grades, and will 
tend to prevent the confusion which often arises in try- 
ing to distinguish between surgeons who are colonels, 
Surgeons who are lieutenant colonels, and surgeons who 
are majors. The Senate Military Committee reported 
the bill favorably early in the week.

Tue bill introduced by Mr. Long, of Massachusetts, 
to provide a retired list for the Revenue Cutter Service 
is modelled upon those clauses of the Revised Statutes 
which provide for a Naval Retiring Board, bout it is 
somewhat clumsy in bringing the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice to the aid of the revenue officers for the establish- 
ment of such a board. The bill introduced last year by 
Mr. Harris was, we believe. not only a most wise one, 
economically cousidered, but one that was pre-eminent- 
ly conservative and, above all, just to the Revenue 
Marine. If we are correctly informed, the officers of 
this Lranch of the Service are beginning to see that Mr. 
Harris’s bill would have given them several things 
which they have been long seeking ia the way of pen- 
sions, etc., und that it would have, therefore, been of 
great benefit to them. 

The original proposition in the discussion of this 
transfer, was to put the whole Service in the hands of 
the Navy, but, if it is a necessity that it should be man- 
aged by Tre: sury officials, the administration could 
remain as it now is, and the officers and men belong to 
the regular Naval Service, just as the officers and men 
of the Coast Survey do. We would rot insist upon 
the complete transfer of these branches of the public 
service to the Navy Department, though we consider 
Secretary Chandler’s reasoning on this point sound and 
logical. That the geod of the country, ihe well-being 
and prosperity of the Revenue officers themselves, and 
the economical disposition of the production of the Naval 
Academy, would be increased by such a change there can 
be no question. To place the Revenue Cutter Service 
upon its own footing would require a duplication of the 
naval laws: how much simpler to put these officers in 
the Navy and to supply the needed officers of the junior 
grades from the list of ensigns in the Navy. The two 
years’ course in the revenue school can scarcely be held 
to excel the four years’ course at Annapolis as a means of

Tue New York Herald has a despatch from Wash-

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brevet Lieutenant Colonel Henry C. Pratt, Major of the 
retired list of the Army, died at Detroit, Mich., February 
15th. He entered the Military Academy, July 1st, 1833, and 
was graduated July 1, 1837, and promoted to 2nd Lieutenant 
of the 2nd U. 8S. Artillery. He served with distinction in the 
Florida and Mexican War, receiving the brevet of Captain 
Oct. 19, 1847, for gallantry at Atlixco, Mexico. He was pro- 
moted 1st Lieutenant Dec. 11, 1838, Captain April 21, 1848, 
and on the 14th of June, 1861, was transferred to the Pay 
Department with the rank of Major. On the 13th of March, 
1865, ke was brevetted Lieutenant-Colonel for faithful and 
meritorious services ; on the 19th of June, 1879, he was re- 
tired on account of disablity in the line of duty and settled 
at Detroit, in which city he had been stationed for some 
years as Chief Paymaster of the Department of the Lakes, 
and as the local Paymaster. The funeral ceremonies took 
place February 16, from his late residence, 60 Washington 
Avenue. Referring to the death the Detroit Tribune says: 
“Col. Pratt was one of the best knowa Army officers ever 
stationed in this State, and his career was an eventful and 
honorable one.” 
Masor W. W. Morris, Collector of the Port, Sitka, Alasks, 
died there January 31. He served with distinction during 
the war. His father was Brevet Major Geueral W. W. Mor- 
ris, Colonel 2d U. 8. Artillery, who died Dec. 11, 1865, and 
his brother is Captain Arthur Morris, 4th U. 8, Artillery, 
stationed at Fort Adams. Major Morris had been a resident 
of the Pacific coast for nearly thirty years, and was well 
known to a very large circle of Army and Navy officers. He 
was at one time clerk of Tulare County, California, Assist- 
ant Quartermaster, U. 8. V.; United States Marshal of Cali- 
fornia, and Special Inspector of Customs on Puget Sound. 
He was the great-grandson of Lewis Morris, siguer of the 
Declaration of Independence. In one of his California 
homes—Benicia—and more recently on his ranche pear 
Napa, he bravely upheld the good name and geuial hospi- 
tality of his ancestors. The remains are to be brought to 
New York for interment in the family vault at Morrisanis.

THE QUESTION OF A GOVERNMENT FOUNDRY. 


The report of the Board of Army and Navy oflicers, 
appointed under the provisions of the Naval Appropri- 
ation act of March, 1883, to examine and report which 
of the Navy-yards or arsenalsisin the best location 
and is best adapted for a Government foundry; what 
other method, if any, should be adopted for the manu- 
facture of heavy ordnance, adapted to modern warfare 
and the cost of a plant, including the cost of a steam- 
hammer or apparatus of sufficient size for the manufac- 
ture of the heaviest guns, was transmitted to the 
House of Representatives on Monday by the Secretary 
of the Navy. It is a very voluminous, but valuable 
document, covering nearly three hundred pages of 
manuscript, including appendix. The following are 
the subjects of which it treats: 

England—Sources from which the Armament is sup- 
plied, Elswick and Woolwich ; condition of steel manu- 
facture; Whitworth’s works; Basic Process; present 
Condition of the English Artillery, Material, Construc- 
tion, Breech Closing, @as Check, Vent, Form and 
— Rifling, Rotating, Rings, Wire Construc- 

ons. 

France—Sources from which the Armament of 
France is supplied, Bourges and Ruelle, Condition of 
Steel Manufacture; St. Chamoud, LeCreusot, Terre 
Naire ; Present Condition of French Artillery; Breech 
Fermature, Gas Check and Rifling. 

Germany and Russia—Sources from which the Arma- 
ment of Russia is supplied ; Russia Artillery Gun Fac- 
tory; Aboukoff Works; Conditicn of Steel Manufac- 
ture; Present Condition of Russian Artillery. 

The United States—Sources from which the Arma- 

ment of the United States is supplied; Condition of 
Steel Manufacture; Present Condition of Artillery of 
the United States, Cost of Plan‘ for the Manufacture of 
Guns, Machine and Tools for Steel Plant, Machine 
and Tools for Gun Factory, Buildings, Selected Sites 
for Gun Factories,

jects the Board makes the following general summary, 
which includes their recommendations, and is a con- 
densation of what is contained in their remarks on the 
subjects above referred to :

and resisted; and no precaution was thought necessary to 
provide a supply in case of need of armament. The result is 
well known, a great crisis came, the Government works were 
inadequate to meet the additional demands made upon 
them, and the patriotic efforts of private establishments 
were inadequate to produce all the material that was 
reeded. 

How entirely France has now altered her system is shown 
in a previous part of this report. Her present practice is 
theoretically perfect, and it has proved to be practically effi- 
cient. Her Government establishments are still retained, 
but as gun factories simply, in which the parts are machined 
end assembled, but for foundry work she depends upon the 
private industries of the country, and many of these would 
have found it to their profit to establish gun factories, which 
supplement the Government factories to a great extent. 


The conclusion of the board on this subject accords with 
the plain teachings of these historical instances. It accepts 
the system now pursued in France asa the proper standard 
for imitation, and recommends that in inaugurating the 
manufacture of war material in our country, a conformity 
as close as circumstances will admit to the plans which have 
proved so successful in France should be observed. 

Having reached this conclusion, the Board is now pre- 
pared to dispose of the propositions into which, as stated 
on the third page of this report, in second interrogatory, 
the act of Congress was divided. The first proposition was 
thus presented, viz.: that the Government should supple- 
ment the plants of some of the steel workers of the country 
with such additional tools and implements as would enable 
them to turn out finished steel cannon. The adoption of 
this proposition would involve the Government in the em- 
barrassments which now exist in Russia, and which we have 
seen were so costly to the English Government ix its part- 
nership with the Elswick Ordnance Co. 

The Board does not approve of such joint action, 

The second proposition was thus presented, viz.: ‘‘ That 
the Government should give contracts of sufficient magni- 
tude to enable the steel workers of the country to supply the 
finished guns without its direct aid.” 

This proposition, if adopted without any qualifications, 
would make the Government dependent entirely upon the 
private industries of the country, which might combine to 
the detriment of the public service. The Government would 
have no guard against extortion, and would be powerless 
against a combination. An actual instance of such a case 
is referred to in a previous portion of this report as having 
taken place in France, but the independent proposition of 
the Government made the effort futile. 
ean board does not approve of the proposition taken by 
itself. 

The third proposition was thus presented, viz.: ‘‘That 
the Government should establish on its own territory a plant 
for the fabrication of cannon, and should contract with 
private parties to such amounts as would enable them to 
supp'y from the private industries of the country the forged 
and tempered material.” 

This proposition is approved by the board and is regsrded 
as the foundation upon which our system of manufacture 
should be built up. If this be done and the Government 
made secure by the possexsion of works of its own, there is 
every reason to adopt in addition the idea embodied in the 
second proposition, in order to supplement the Government 
establishments. 

A State with any pretensions to military power, should 
provide itself with satisfactory facilities on a sufficient scale 
to perform the work of establishing standards, making ex- 
perimental guns and fabricating cannon on a moderate 
scale; but it is not considered judicious to concentrate in the 
Government establishments all the works of fabrication, or 
to include within their operations the preparation of such 
material as can be provided by the private industries of the 
country. Inthe case under consideration the purchase of 
the steel required for cannon will stimulate our own manu- 
factures and interest them in the operations of the Govern- 
ment, 

The board is thus led to the conclusion that it is not advis- 
able to embark in the establishment of a Gun Foundry, 
properly so called, but that it is more judicious to establish 
Gun Factories, and to purchase the material from our manu- 
facturers. 

At present the steel manufacturers of our country are not 
prepared to provide the material required for the large 
calibres, and the important question arises, what means 
shall ke adopted to induce them to study the subject and 
embark in the manufacture on a large scale. They cannot 
be expected to do this ata sacrifice of their own interests. 
This object can only be achieved by holding out a fair pros- 
pect of ultimate remuneration for the expenditures neces- 
sary to undertake the work, and this can only be done by 
the action of Congress. 

If then Congress shall conclude to arm the country, it 
will be fixed as a permanent yearly appropriation to be ex- 
pended for this purpose, the amount to be assigned propor- 
tionately between the War and the Navy Departments. With 
such a guarantee against loss the Board is satisfied that the 
reqaired material for cannon will be forthcoming from our 
own steel works. 

lt would not be necessary for the Government to be as- 
sociated with a large number of firms for the supply of its 
material, for it is probable that the private establishments 
that would take up the subject would only be those with 
large available funds, which they would be willing to put 
into a special plant, and for remuneration on which they 
would be willing to wait a reasonable time. 

The permanent appropriation would give them surety of 
ultimate profit, the only condition being success in provid- 
ing the material that would be indicated in their contracts. 
From personal intercourse with some of the leading manu- 
facturers, the board is led to believe that the plan will have 
the effect of guiding the private industries of the country to 
the aid of the Government in developing the work of nation- 
al importance, 





It may be added that, although the manufacture of armor 
plates for ships and fortifications was not referred to this 
board for investigation, the erection of plant for providing 
mcdern cannon would go far towards reducing the outlay 
requisite to enable our great steel manufacturers to meet an- 
other pressing want of the Government. 

The chief expense to be considered by private parties is 
that of the forge, but by the substitution of the hydraulic 
press for the hammer economy will be consulted and better 
results obtained. The board is unanimous in approving the 
use of the press for all forging purposes, and recommends 
it to all who may embark in the manufacture of gun metal 
for the Government, 

In conclusion the board submits its replies to the three 
interrogatories contained in the act of Congress, 

1st. ** Which of the navy-yards or arsenals owned by the 
Government has the best location and is best adapted for 





the establishment of a Government foundry?” 


| The board. does not recommend the establishment of a 


Government foundry, properly so called, which shall provide 
for the manufacture of steel and the fabrication of cannon, 
It considers that every inducement should be offered to at- 
tract the private industries of the country to the aid of the 
Government in providing ordnance for the Army and Navy, 
and that the steel manufactures should be called upon 
provide the material. 
The board recommends the establishment of two gun fac- 
tories under the control of the Government, and selects the 
Watervliet Arsenal, West Troy, N. Y., as the site for the 
my, and the Washington Navy-yurd as the site for the 
vy. 
The Board is unanimous in recommending that the Army 
and the Navy should be provided with separate establish- 
ments. This has always been the custom in France, produc- 
ing good results. The reverse has been tke practice in Eng- 
land, producing bad results. Dissatisfaction from this cause 
has existed for many years in the English Navy, and the Ad 
miralty has recently brought about a revolution in the sys- 
tem so far as the supply of gun carriages is concerned, by 
obtaining from Parliameut a separate and distinct appropria- 
tion, with which it is providing the English Navy with the 
et gun carriage in opposition to the will of Wool- 
wich. 

In the administration of the War and Navy Departments 
of the United States, each service has charge and direction 
of its own distinct system of artillery ; hence, if but one 
gun factory be provided, its control must be placed in the 
hands of a mixed commission. This must lead to conflict of 
authority, and to embarrassments of all kinds, in which the 
heads of Departments must necessarily become involved. A 
close scrutiny of the practical difliculties that would arise in 
conducting the affairs of a gun factory in such mixed inter- 
terests, develops obstacles that would be insuperable even 
with the most harmonious intent. 

In the selection of the sites mentioned, it is not intended 
to convey the idea that they are regarded as in every way 
adapted for the purpose ; but as the scope for choice is lim- 
ited, they are considered the most advantageous. The 
Board does not recommend the purchase of new sites, as this 
would open so wide a field for selection as to embarrass the 
question by arousing local interest throughout the country. 

_ 2. “What other method, if any” (apart from the estub- 
lishment of a Government foundry), ‘should be adopted 
for the manufacture of heavy ordnance adapted to modern 
Herat for the use of the Army and Navy of the United 

ates?” 

With the Government gun factories established for both 
the Army and Navy, there will be still needed the hearty co- 
operation of the private industries of the country. This 
cannot be aroused unless there be held out to them a fair 
prospect of remuneration. The Board does not approve of 
a partnership in business between the Government and pri- 
vate firms—all history wars against such a course—but it 
does believe that joint, and at the same time independent, 
action between them can be made to work harmoniously to- 
wards the common national purpose. This can only be done 
by experiment and liberal appropriation by Congress for the 
specific purpose of providing the country with modern artil- 
lery, which appropriation shall be a guarantee against loss 
to the companies who elect to undertake the work. 

This is entirely consistent with the action of Congress in 
providing for the supply of arms for the militia, 
The act authorizing this practice was passed in 
1808, and since that time the yearly disbursement 
has been made from the Treasury without interruption. A 
similar act providing _for the supply of heavy ordnance for 
the regular services will be but a further development of the 
same idea,

The figures cannot be pronounced exact, but the Board is 
confident that they closely approximate accuracy. The 
calculations are based upon estimates obtained abroad, and 
do not include ocean freight and customs dues. 

Though the act of Congress replied to in the above re- 
port is one of enquiry, the Board desires to emphasize the 
necessity of a proper encouragement of the private steel 
manufacturers, which shall insure the supply of gun ma- 
terial withont loss to the Government or private companies , 
and is of opinion if Congress shall be pleased to appropriate 
an adequate eum for providing modern artillery for the 
Army and Navy, to be held in the Treasury to be expended 
under the authority of the President that (with such a pros< 
pect of renumeration) there are steel manufacturers in the 
United States who would undertake the produc‘ion of gun 
metal on a large scale on the sole condition that their 
steel sha!l meet the required test. 

Unless such action be taken the Government will be 
compelled to purchase its gun metal ‘abroad, for it will be 
unreasonable to expect private parties to invest over half a 
million dollars in plant without a definite prospect for its 
employment. : q ‘

The first-mentioned bill, for the relief of Maj. Vol- 
lam, met with opposition from Mr. Plumb, of Kansas, 
who said: *‘I regard it as viciousin ‘he last degree, 
and if it shall come to be understood that payments of 
this kind are to be made, of course they will multiply 
with alarming frequency. We pay already the officers 
of our Army a higher sslary than is paid to the officers 
of an army in the world. While we boast of the lack 
of necessity for a standing army and the cheap charac- 
ter of our military establishment, it is well for us to 
know that what we lack io numbers we make up in 
pay. In other words, 25,000 men, officered as they are, 
in the American Army cost within about half a million 
dollars of as much as 400,000 men in the German army; 
and yet in various ways we add tothe salaries and com- 
pensation of the officers of the Army by giving gratu- 
ities of this kind and of every other kind which their 
invention and our abject concession permit them to ask 
for and us to pass. If thisis done, it ought to be ex. 
tended to the privete soldiers; we ought to give them a 
chance; and every article of apparel and every other 
thing which a man may legitimately have in the Army, 
wherever he goes, if by any misadventure or careless 
ness of his own or anybody else he loses, he ought to be 
permitted to put his hand into the Treasury and make 
himself whole.” 
The House of Representatives, this week, engaged in 
a struggle over the passege of this resolution : 


Resolved, That the bill .H. R. 3962) granting pensiors to certsin 
soldiers and sailors of the Mexican war and other wars therein 
named, and for other purposes, be made the special order in the 
House, as in Commitice of the Whole,on Thursday, the 21st day 
of February, 1884, after the morning bonr, and from day to day 
th iter until disposed of, not to interfere with general appro 
priation or revenue bills, or reports trom the Committee on 
Rublic Lands. 


This resolution was offered after six o’clock, at the 
end of the session of Monday, and the struggle over it 
continued all night and until five minutes of nine o’clock 
Tuesday morning, when the wearied representatives 
sought their beds. As a final result, the resolution was 
adopted by avote of 176 ayes and 35 noes; 109 not 
voting. 

The *‘ other wars” are the Creek war, or disturbances 
of 1835 and 1836, the war with the Seminoles from 1835 
to 1842, and the Black Hawk war of 1832. Under this 
bill ** veterans of the Mexican war,” who never em- 
barked for Mexico at all and others who did embark but 
failed to reach that country until the war was ended, 
will be entitled to a pension provided they ‘‘ served 60 
days.” Mer who ‘served 30 days” in the other wars 
or ‘‘ disturbances” will also be entited to a pension, as 
will widows of those who have died since the wars or 
‘* disturbances” mentioned. Mr. Hiscock said that the 
Republicans felt justified in opposiag this bill by every 
meansin their power.

JEFFERSON BARRACKS, MO, 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Chicago Times gives an inter 
esting account of Jefferson Barracks, Mo., the principal 
cavalry recruiting depot of the country. The barracks were 
commenced in 1826, under the supervision of Gen. Henry 
Atkmson. At the conclusion of the Black Hawk War in 
1832, Black Hawk was teken to the barracks, aud from there 
visited the East. For several years after the orzavizition 
of the 1st Dragoons the barracks was a famous resort for 
troops, nearly every organization in the military establish- 
ment, excepting the artillery regimeate, having served here 
from time to time before the great civil war. During the 
Mexican war it received large bodies of trcop, both regu- 
lars and volunteers, and Gen. Grant served here for a cou 

siderable period as a subaltern, as did Gen. Hancock. The 
old barracks have been the home of most of the best cavairy 
soldiers we have had in this country, and for more than fifiy 
years past they have been coming to and going from this 
place. All recruits are sent here, no matter where thev have 
been enlisted, and receive their *‘ setting up” here. Every- 
thing smacks of cavalry and there is no talk of anything 
else. The routine life of the present day at the barracks is 
described as follows: Every day when the weather i 
good the men turn out for mounted drill in the 

forenoon and foot driijl in the afte:noon under 
charge of competent iastructorr. When the weather 13 too 
cold for the riding-hall a brisk ride of eight or ten miles sets 
the blood tingling through the veins of the recruits and 
makes them satisfied with their lot. Target practice, too, 
receives attention, and the young men are taught how to 
use their carbines. There is an excellent reading room and 

library at the depot, and every evening from dus& until 8 30 
it is open for the men. It is also open during the dayiime, 
tut the recruits are generally so occupied as not to be able to 
avail themselves of it. There is also an eveuing school for 

the soldiers, and those who desire to attend can do so.

PARKER'S ‘‘ RECOLLECTIONS,” 
AND COMMODORE CONNER IN THE GULF OF MEXICO. 


Tax Army AND Navy Journal, of February 2, con- 
article by Mr. P. 5. P. Conner, of Philadel- 
reference to my remarks on the naval operations 
ulf of Mexico by the squadron under the com- 
mand of the late Commodore David Conner. Mr. Con- 
ner has cuurteously sent me & copy of his Jetter. Be- 
fore saying avytbing, in reply, I wish to call attention 
to my remarks on page 53 of the ‘‘ Recollections.” It 
will be seen that [ do not impngn Commodore Conner’s 
tonor or kis personal courage. The question is: Am I 
right ia my facts in relation to the conduct of the war 
by him; and am I oe in my inference that he 
ked moral courage : 

Mr Connor refers to four letters (marked 1, 2, 3 4), 
written by his father, or written tohim. These letters 
were written either before the war, or very shortly after 
it broke out. No. 3; from the Secretary of the Navy, 
saying the Depurtment did not consider the force he 
bad at all sufficient for the attempt [an attack on the 
castle of San Juan de Ulloa] was written May 30, 1846, 
only 22 days after the battle of Palo Alto! Thesquad- 
ron was largely reinforced between that time and the 
fall of Vera Cruz [‘* Recollections,” page 58.] He also 
cites Commodore Tattnali’s letter to the New Orleans 
Delta—I place great reliance upon Commodore Tatt- 
nall’s opinion, and agree with many points in his letter 
—but Mr. Conver should recollect that men do not feel 
called upon to defend a successful commander. 

The Necter of Hon, John Y. Mason, Secretary of the 
Navy at that time, is worthy of that estimable gentle- 
mao; but I think that naval officers who served 1n the 
Gulf will not agree with Mr. Conner that ‘* no man’s 
opinion is n.ore valuable”—on a military question ; and 
in reference to Semmes’ ‘‘ Service Afloat and Ashore,” 
Ithink I may say in all modesty that, personally, I 
knew a good deal more about the naval operations in 
the Gulf than did the author. [See ‘‘ Recollections.” ] 

What I mean to say is that great dissatisfaction 
existed among the officers of the Gulf Squadron during 
the war—thut the genera: opinion in the country and 
Navy was that it was not prosecuted with that energy, 
enterprise, and skill that the country had a right to ex- 
pect. Passing over the refusal of Commodore Conner 
to send men to the assistance of General Taylor 
[‘* Recollections,” p. 51-52], and the delay in sending 
the boat expedition up the Rio Grande [‘* Recollec- 
tions,” p. 56], I shal! confiue myself to three points:

THE FOURTEEN YEARS’ BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


To secure the promotion of lieutenants in the order 
in which they now stand in their regiments, the Four- 
teen Years’ Bill, as now being considered before the 
committees, is amended so as to add at the end of Sec. 
1207, R. 8., the words *‘ or regiment.” 

ln its proposed form it is intended to extend the 
benefits of existing law to include the lieutenants of the 
line, promoting them in the order in which they now 
stand, regimentally, and without subjecting any to un- 
necessary hardships, snd to secure for the second lieu 
tenants promotion which cannot be obtained in any 
other form of law that bas yet been proposed. 

The feature of promotion has existed for more than 
thirty years, that for examination for more than twen- 
ty, and no serious objections have obtained in all of 
these years. To prevent a form that will extend the 
application of the law to include the line, and at the 
same time to secure promotions in due order, has not 
been found so simple a matter as might at first be sup.

THE MELVILLE BILLS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


TuereE are at present three bills before Congress for the 
purpose of rewardivg Chief Engineer George W. Melville, 
U. 8. Navy. They are House bills ; and all were introduced 
by request, on Jan, 8, 1884. Une (House Resolution 93) 
seems to be the same as introduced last session of Congress, 
and is, in substance, to give Mr. Melville the thanks of Con- 
grees and prumote him one grade, 

The other two (H. R. 2610 and H. R. 2662) are identical, 
and propose to advance Mr. Melville one grade—or thirty- 
six numbers, as shown by the Navy Register for last July— 
he to retain bis position at the foot of that grade until the 
thirty-five officers passed over by him in their turn pass ahead 
of him and resume their proper positions; thus giving Mr. 
Melville a quasi promotion. All three bills give Mr. Mei- 
ville the ‘graduated pay "—whatever that may be !—com- 
puted from the date of this proposed advancement. 

It seems very remarkable that Mr. Melville should have 
been selected as the only one of the survivors of the Jean- 
netle as being worthy of such a very substantial reward, and 
the natural inquiry is, where are Nindermann and Bartlett ? 
And where is Danenbower? of whom the Board of Inveati- 
gation of loss of Jeannetie said: ‘‘ During the gale the ser- 
vices of Lieut. Danenbower, who was on the sick list, were 
called into requisition ; and he is deserving of credit for 
skill in the management of the boat, as well as for her sub- 
sequent navigation to the shore.” 

29 the opinion of thinking men, that boat work was the 
most important and successful thing done during the entire 
experience of the party. And bad it not been for his 
(Danevhower’s) “energy and intelligence ” (to quote the 
Melville bills), the party would probably never have reached 
the shore safe. See the testimony Of the seamen before the 
Board of Investigation. 

Furthermore, the first search on the Lena Delta for the 
De Long party was conducted by Lieut. Daneuhower, and 
this, too, uuder the most adverse circumstances, and while 
his eyes were partially disabled. Nindermanun and Noros are 
also entitled to great credit; Nindermann especially, as he 
actually piloted Mr. Melville over the captain's tracks.

If the services of the Jeannette party actually deserve the

Therefore, the above proviso should be amended, so as to 
read: ‘That in rewarding the service of this meritorious 
officer (Melville) no injustice be done any officer of the same 
corps—or any member of the Jvannette party.” 

Section 1506 of the U. 8. Revised Statutes is as follows: 
** Avy officer of the Navy may, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, be advanced, not exceeding thirty 
numbers in rank, for eminent and conspicuous conduct in 
battle or extraordinary heroism.” 

These three bills propose an advancement of Mr. Melville 
of thirty-six numbers, while the section above quoted, 
does not contemplate an advancement to exceed thirty 
numbers ; and that too, ‘for eminent and conspicuous con- 
duct in battle or extraordinary heroism !” 

Can it be contended that the services of Mr. Melville, 
alone, were of such vast national importance as to deserve 
pers — than “for eminent conspicuous conduct 
in battle ?” 

From the fact that these bills were all introduced by re- 
quest (from their great similarity of wording it looks as if 
they were all prepared by the same hand), they have the air 
of personal legislation, and not the generous outpouring of 
public opinion through the representatives in Congress.

Our correspondent is mistaken as to the House bilis 
he refers to having all been introduced by ‘ request.” 
H. R. 2640, by Mr. Bingham, was so introduced, but the 
statement ‘‘by request” does not accompany the report in 
the ‘Congressional Record,” of the introduction of H. R. 
2662, by Mr. Mitcher on behalf of Mr. Curtin, of Pennsyl- 
vania, or H. R. 94, by Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, nor 
was the Senate bill 8S. 1495, presented by Mr. Miller, so in- 
troduced. The statement ‘* by request” indicated that the 
member introducing a bill does not wish to assume any re- 
sponsibility for it, but only one of the four bills thus far 
introduced in behalf of Mr. Melville, bears this qualifying 
statement. As it is proposed to advance Mr. Melville in 
his own corps only, we do not see the application of the 
amendment our correspondent proposes, ‘‘ or any member 
of the Jeannette,” party nor do we see how it would affect the 
operation of the bill if it became a law. Otherwise we can 
see no objection to it or to a separate bill making proper re- 
cognition of the services of other members of the 
Jeannette party. But to argue that the services of others 
should be recognized is not proving that those of Chief 
Engineer Melville should not be. If we go behind the record 
it might appear that nearly all bills, and certainly most per- 
sonal bills, are introduced as the result of a request ad- 
dressed by some one to the members presenting them. But 
this is not the Congressional meaning of the term, as we 
understand it.—Eprror.

Such a society does not feel obliged to adopt certain customs 
because it is reported at secoud hand that they are good 
form in Londun. Its opinions are especially independent, 
its information extensive, and its subjects of conversation 
are many and varied.”

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A GLOOMY VIEW OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 


In a letter to the London Morning Post, Sir Edward 
Sullivan contends that the British Navy is utterly in- 
capable of defending the country in case of need : 

**No nation has ever existed in the whole world to 
which the efficiency of its navy was of such vital im- 
portance as toGreat Britain. During the last thirty 
years this dependence of our navy has increased im- 
mensely—increased far more than most of us realize. 
It has increased exactly in proportion as our depend- 
ence on foreign nations for food has increased. Form 
erly the temporary loss of the command of the seas 
meant loss of wealth, loss of prestige, loss of honor, 
perhaps! Now it means loss of food! Following the 
teachings of the False Prophet, of Free-trade, we have 
blindly, madly, allowed our home supply of food to 
diminish till our dependence on foreign supplies for 
food has become absolute. . . . 

“‘ But, indeed, the very food we require might be in 
the hands of our enemies. We might be at war with 
France, or Russia, or Ametica. Of what use, pray, 
would be our fortresses and defences, even of the 
‘silver thread,’ if in case of war we were to be victualled 
by our enemies? There is no secret in this. All the 
world knows it, all the world talks of it, all nations 
take it into their calculations, every nation knows that 
if England goes to war with any maritime Power—with 
any first-class Power, in fact—food will at once reach 
famine prices. She will have to fight not for victory, 
but for food. France knows this and is openly acting 
on it. She makes nosecret of her objects. All the 
world knows it. Why is she building an enormous 
fleet, adding toit every year? Not to fight the Ger- 
man. The dog and the fish don’t fight. Not to fight 
Italy, or Spain, or America. No! In increasing her 
fleet she has but one object, and that is to be as strong, 
or stronger, on the seas than England. Once that is 
accomplished, England and her colonial empire are at 
her mercy. 

“I know there are many persons in this country to 
whom such considerations go for nothing, who would 
welcome any cause that prevented England embarking 
in war; who see nothing noble, nothing to be proud of, 
in the empire of Great Britain; who, on the contrary, 
look upon it as an unclean thing, acquired by fraud anid 
force, to be put aside at the earliest opportunity. These 
superfine cosmopolitans think that in these views they 
represent the feelings of the ‘ people ;’ but they do not, 
they never were more mistaken. . The British 
Navy must be strong, very strong; stronger than it has 
ever been before. It is the onecondition of our national 
existence. If it is not at all times, and in all seasons, 
and in all places, able to keep the seas against all comers, 
we are not safe from disgrace and calamity. Well, 
what is its present condition? Amidst such contradic- 
tory statements as we have heard during the last twelve 
months, it is hard to say. It may be strong; but when 
we find that the French are stronger than we are in 
ships and guns at Madagascar, and again, stronger than 
we are in ships and guns in the China seas; when we 
look at the immense increase of their fleet at home; of 
the ships they have built, and the ships they are build- 

ing, it would appear that, if we are not already out- 
numbered, we soon shall be; and then will come the 
tug-of-war.”

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STATE TROOPS. 


GEN. BUTLER AND THE SEVENTH NEW YORK IN 1861. 


Dvuxine the recent gubernatorial contest in Massachusetts, 
Brevet Brigadier General Edward W. Hincks, U.S. A. (re- 
tired), made a speech at Cambridge, November 5, 1883, in 
which he gave an account of the experience of the 45th 
Regiment, Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, and the 8th Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteers, in the early days of the Civil War. 
Referring to the experience of the 8th at Annapolis at 1861, 
General Hincks gives an account of the doings of that regi- 
ment in contrast with that of the New York 7th, which is 
not likely to be accepted as history in New York State : 


** On the 15th of April, 1861, the President of the United 
States called for 75,000 three months’ men to aid in the de- 
fence of the capital. Among the troops who responded to 
that call were the 6th and 8th Regiments of Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia. The 8th was the first to report at Faneuil 
Hall, in Boston, on the morning of the 16th, but the 6th was 
the first to march for Washington on the evening of the 17th, 
and was followed on the evening of the 18th by the 8th, 
which was accompanied by Gen. B. F. Butler. 

“Shortly after sunrise, on Sunday morning, April 21, 1861, 
in response to a request of Capt. Blake, the commandant of 
the yard, for aid to rescue the Constitution, as lieutenant 
colonel of the regiment, I was ordered to board her in com- 
mand of two companies of the 8th—Capts. Devereux’s and 
Briggs’s—and a detachment of fifty picked men, mostly sail- 
ors, detailed from the several c: mparies, and commanded 
by Lieut. Thomas Berry, of Lynn. This detachment had 
origically been organized by myself, iu Philadelphia, pursu- 
ant to instructions by Gen. Butler, as a corps of sappers and 
miners, to be used if necessary in the then proposed march 
through Baltimore, and consisted of men selected from 
those who volunteered for the purpcss. In order to lessen 
the draught of the ship sufficiently to enable her to pass 
over the bar, it was necessary to lighten her of her heavy 
guns; and on that quiet Sabbath, while the peals of the 
church bells were calling our anxious friends at home to 
their several places of worship, all day long and late into the 
night we labored at lifting the heavy guns by hand from the 
decks of the frigate. On Monday we began and completed 
the task of kedging her into deep water ; and when she had 
slowly glided away from her enemies and safely passed the 
bar, as the trave Capt. Rogers, who commanded the ship, 
her executive officer—Lieut. Upshur—-a loyal son of Vir- 
ginia, the commanding officer of the Massachusetts troops, 
and the other officers on board, silently clasped bands as they 
gathered upon her quarter deck, rejoicing that the old frig- 
ate was again in her native element, manned by stout hearts, 
with sufficient sea room to bring her remaining guns to bear 
upon any foe, more than one bronzed cheek was bathed 
with tears of joyous and patriotic emotion. 

‘Early on the morning of the 23d, Tuesday, I left the Con- 
stitution, and went on board the Maryland, now abandoned 
by the troops, and, nearly exhausted, threw myself upon a 
lounge in the office and slept as only a strong man can sleep 
after five wakeful days and nights. At about noon I reported 
to Gen. Butler, who had installed himself in the offices of 
the Naval Academy where the 7th New York—which had ar- 
rived in the harbor on Monday morning—and the balance of 
the 8th Massachusetts had debarked on Monday afternoon. 
I found the General manifestly not a littie disturbed, and on 
inquiring the cause of his discomposure, he told me that, 
on the night before, he had sent an order or request to the 
colonel of the New York regiment to join the 8th Massacku- 
setts in a movement to obtain possession of the depot, and 
railroad leading to Washington, and to repair the track, and 
that the colonel had called a ‘town meeting’ of his ofticers, 
and they had voted not to go, because they had been in- 
formed that the Maryland militia, determined to resist any 
attempt by Northern troops to march across the State, was 
preparing to attack any force that might emerge from the 
yard ; that at least four rebel regiments were at the ‘ junc- 
tion’; and that at other points along the road men were 
gathering to assail the passing troups; they, therefore, 
deemed it too hazardous an enterprise for so small a force as 
the two regiments to undertake with the limited amount of 
ammunition they possessed. I askelif any action had been 
taken to secure possession of the railroad. ‘None,’ said 
the General, ‘what can I do, with this refractory New York 
butcher boy and his town meeting refuzing to aid us?’ Feel- 
ing that it was of the very first importance for us to imme 
diately obtain possession of the railroad, and prevent its 
further destruction, and, if a force was in fact marching 
upon us, that some demonstration should be made before we 
were invested in the yard, I replied, ‘Give me two com- 
panies and a party of skilled mechanics to work upon loco- 
motives and the track, and I will go and take possession of 
the railroad, and see what [ can find.’ My proposition was 
instantly accepted by the General, who asked what compa- 
nies I would have. [named Capt. Knott V. Martin’s com- 
pany of Marblehead, that had for years been recogn'zed as 
one of the best companies in the regiment, and Capt. Geo. 
T. Newhall’s company of Lynn, that had also attained a high 
reputation, and was composed of those who had been my 
neighbors and friends, in whom I had the fullest confidence. 
A party of skilled workmen had already been organized un- 
der command of Lieut. Gamaliel Hodges of Newburyport. 
No iustructions were given to the troops detailed except to 
report to the lieutenant colonel, and no special instructions 
or orders were given to me. 

“TI had volunteered to perform certain duties, perfectly un- 
derstood by the General and myself, and the troops were 
ordered to report to me to be directed and used in executing 
those duties. No instructions were therefore necessary. 

“‘As I was about to leave his presence to assume command 
of my detachment, I said, ‘ General, what course shall I 
pursue towards any of these people whom I may encoun-

“**TIn what respect?’ said he. 

***Shall I treat them with severity, or attempt to concili- 
ate them ?’ 

*** Conciliate them, by all means,’ said he, with an expres- 
sion that arrested my attention, and then he continued, ‘ Do 
you know how to conciliate an enemy ?’ 

“T replied, ‘I do not know that I fully understand you." 

‘**The way to conciliate an enemy,’ said he, with a signifi-

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION OF THE U. 8. 


As we stated last week a meeting of the National Guard 
Association of the United States will take place at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, on Wednesday and Thursday, March 26 and 27.

militia of each State and Territory, iacluding the District of 
Columbiz, can send five delegates to the meetings, each 
delegate to be entitled to cast one vote for each State repre- 
sented. Any officer or honorably discharged officer of the 
National Guard can become a member on payment of ap 
initiation fee of $3 and an annual fee of $2. The Secretary of 
War has been requested to have the Army represented at the 
meeting. 


THE REAL AND THE BOGUS VETERANS. 


THE man who wears a uniform or assumes a title to 
which he has no legal claim is possessing himself, go far as 
is in his power, of property to which he has no title. Tho 
National Guard of New York have been especial sufferers 
from this form of dishonest appropriation, unti! their 
patience bas finally become exhausted, and some of them 
have united in a vigorous protest against the nuisance, 

The protest is signed by Cols. Emmons Clark, 7th; George 
D. Scott, 8th; Wm. Seward, Jr., 9th; Frederick Unbekant, 
11th; James H. Junes, 12th; James McLeer, 14th; Josiah 
Porter, 22d; Rodney C. Ward, 23d; Louis Finkelmeier, 324.

Vose, 7ist Regiments, and approved by Major-Gen. Alexan- 
der Shaler, commanding 1st Division; Brig.-Gens, W, G.

Christensen, 3d Brigade, commanding 2d Division, and Wm. 
H. Brownell, 4th Brigade. 

These officers recommend that the use of the names and 
numerical designations of regiments by uniformed battal. 
ions, organizations or associations be prohibited, their exist. 
ence being a standing menace to the strength and welfare 
of the regiments whose names they have assumed. Names 
and cumerical designations of the National Guard regiments 
have been assumed and used by them without the authority 
of the regiments upon parades and excursions and to balls 
and dinners, in this and other States. Those who are charged 
by law with the maintenance of the good name of any regi- 
ment should not be held responsible for the conduct of those 
over whom they have no control ; but so long as any uni- 
formed battalion bears the name of a Nationa! Guard regi- 
ment, such regiment will be held responsible by the public 
for any want of discipline in such uniformed battalion, and 
for the unsoldierly and ungentlemanly conduct of any of its 
members while in uniform. 

Uniformed veteran battalions assume and use in an offi- 
cial manner, and upon parades and public occasions, the 
military insignia and the military titles which belong only to 
officers who hold or who have held commissions in the reg- 
ular or volunteer service of the United States, or in the Na 
tional Guard and militia of the several States. Military 
titles are of some value to those who have won them on the 
battle-field, or by long and faithful service .in the Regular 
Army or the National Guard; but in these uniformed veteran 
battalions miltary titles are thoughtlessly assumed and are 
officially avd publicly used by persons who have never held 
commissions that entitle them to such titles, rank and dis- 
tinction. Inorganizations of veterans of the late war this 
abuse does not exist, and military titles, gallantly earned, 
are duly respected, and they are not assumed by those who 
have never legally held them. 

The unauthorized wearing of military uniforms by organi- 
zations not a part of the United States Army or of the Na- 
tional Guard, and not veteraus of tne late war, depreciates 
the character and reputation of all military service and is an 
affront to all, whether officers or privates, who are held by 
law to the military service of the State or the Nation. 

What reason, excuse or apology can there be for the pa- 
rade or public appearance in ostentatious military uniform 
of the ex-members of a militia organization who are legally 
exempt from military duty, who are not organized for the 
defence of the city, the State, or the country, and who have 
no well-recognized and generally approved object for semi- 
military parade or fantastic display. 

The assumption of the name of “veteran” by the very 
young men who publicly appear in the uniform of such bat- 
talions is discourteous to the gallant veterans of the last 
war, as well as to those who by long and distinguished ser- 
vice in the National Guard and by mature years 
may be fairly entitled to that designation.  Itis clearly 
the duty of the National Guard regiments to protect the 
“veterans” of the war, as well as the real “veterans” of 
the National Guard, from the ridicule which this abuse 
brings upon that distinguished and honorable title.

Of course, in criticising regiments of this class, we apply a 
different standard from that used in writing about the 7th, 
13:h, 22d, or 23d, and the statement that the 32d, on Wednes- 
day evening, February 13, when it paraded for the first time 
in full State service uniform, for presentation of marksman’s 
badges by Brig. Gen. W. H. Brownell, appeared in first-class 
trim, will be properly appreciated. Those who have not seen 
the regiment since its last appearance in public hardly recog- 
nized it, The State uniform certainly made an immense im- 
provement in this case, whatever may be argued against it 
in other quarters, and the fact claimed, that the regiment 
has entered upon a new lease of life, was apparently verified. 
Officers and men evinced a snap and promptness in all the 
movements never witnessed here before, and the whole 
affair was such as to reflect credit on all the participants, 
and especially on the energetic, hard-working colonel, who, 
by eliminating from the regiment the dead wood, and by 
abolishing the erroneous notion of presenting the regiment 
as a distinctive German organization, has certainly done the 
proper thing. Organizations which are worked on other 
than American principles should take an example. The ex- 
ercises of the evening consisted of a review, the presenta- 
tion of the badges, a short drill, and a dress parade, at all 
of which the regiment acquitted itself with much credit.

Twenty-Szeconp New Yorx.—Col. Josiah Porter.—A very 
good drillin the school of the battalion was executed by 
the left wing on Friday evening, February 15th, with four 
commands of sixteen full files, under command of Lieut.-Col. 
Camp. The formation was prompt, and under direction of 
Adjutant Harding, and the battalions immediately put in 
march in fours by the right flank, with manual on the march, 
frequent abouts, formations into line and dressing, for the 
purpose of steadying the step, testing the distances,etc. The 
whole of this series of movements were executed with satis- 
factory result, officers and men responding with promptness 
and alacrity to the commands. The instructor then took up 
formations of line on the right and left and to the front, on 
the march from a halt, and the command executed these 
in an equally satisfactory manner. The line was also fre- 
quently formed faced tothe rear, and when these maneu- 
vres had each been repeated several times the time for the 
drill had came around. A few general alignments, a manual 
in line and the loading and firing closed the drill. 

Col. Porter himself had out the right wing on Monday 
evening, Feb. 18, with 5 commands of 16 files, and this 
command, too, showed much improvement over their first 
appearance a week ago, while the same care and minute 
attention to detail which characterized the instruction on 
that occasion was also apparent here. The movements were 
similar, marches in line, with abouts by fours, breaks into 
company column, wheels, line on the right and left and 
general alignments, companies right or left front into line, 
and formations of line faced to the rear. There were no 
special mistakes committed, but we should recommend the 
officers to read up in the genoral alignments, which, although 
an elementary part of the drill, were apparently not thor- 
oughly understood. 

E1cutu New Yorkr—Col, George D. Scott.—Under the law 
which requires from each regiment a given number of drills 
during the year in order to be entitled to the State allow- 
ances, the Eighth assembled at the armory on Friday eve- 
ning, Feb. 15, for a few battalion exercises, under command 
of Lieut.-Col. Schilling. The turnout was small, but those 
who remained away need not have done so for fear of the 
building falling, from which there is no immediate danger, 
as only such manceuvres a8 can be executed with safety will 
be performed. The regiment must have quarters some- 
where, and until better ones are provided the best possible 
use should be made of the present ones, which appears also 
to be the view of Col. Scott on the subject. Anything 
which looks like creating a panic should be avoided, and no 
company has a right to discontinue drilling without orders— 
an instance of which has come to our knowledge in this case, 
The regiment was formed by Capt. Gustow, as acting adju- 
tant, and on account of some» slight informality (the omis- 
sion of the command ‘‘adjutant’s call,” in the absence of 
the field music,) it was repeated. The exercises were con- 
fined to a dress parade, the loadings and firings, and a few 
manceuvres which can be executed without much shock. As 
a drill there was not much field for criticism, and a high de- 
gree of interest in work of this sort cannot be expected from 
the regiment under the circumstances in which it is sit- 
uated.

CONUNDRUM AGAIN. 


A correspondent writes us as follows : 

“ Veteran” asks ‘‘if he has answered the conundrum.” I think 
not. He has simply told what was known bafore, i.e., how it 
was done, by sec. 43 of the Code. What I want to know is, why 
this distinction was made in this particular case. Was it because 
the ex-Adjutant of che —ragiment had the backing of an ex- 
officer whose orderly he once was? There are officers who have 
held commissions in the National Guard for years (although not 
ten years in one grade,) who, although they have applied tor this 
honor of being rendered supernumerary, have been refused. 
How does “ Veteran” know that there would not have been suffi- 
cient grounds for dismissal by a Court-martial? Does he pre- 
judge the Court? If his colonel had grounds for relieving the 
officer concerned from duty on his staff and appointing another 
to perform his duties, should he not have been sent before the 
State examining board, and, if found incompetent, discharged ? 
It would appear that an officer who has not served ten years in 
one grade, and who wishes to be dered supern 'y, bas 
only to show his pugnacity and obstinacy to his colonel, and be 
retired with all the honors due to the colonels of the 7th, 8th, 
22d, or 7lst regiments, who have been in commission 20 years 
or more. I do not believe in rewarding officers who have no 
other excuse for insubordination and =»muilitary conduct than 
their pugnacity. ‘ Veteran,”’ please tel] me where under these 
circumstances the honor comes in to an officer who has faithfully 
performed all his duties to the State for 15 or 20 years, when he 
is placed on the retired list.
